BERLIN, March 81. —Since tho fall of 


Biamarck, two years ago, tho political 
tension here has not been so Intense as 
It Is now. Early yesterday Chancelor 
von Caprlvl was summoned by a special 
courier to tlin emperor at Hubortuss- 
toclc, and before noon ho had left the 
city. The emperor, H Is said, refused to 
accept the clmncelor's first resignation 
and tho chancclor has made a second 
request lobe allowed to retire. 


Albert von

rclchntag, says that 


f'uprlvi 
believes 
ho had not been 


treated 
fairly by tho cmpe"or, and 


should therefore Insist upon bolnff al 
lowed to retire. At the emperor's ur 
gent request he had committed him 
kflf without reserve to the school bill 
us it stands, und he placed behind it 
the' weight of his whole authority, 
both ns 1'russli.n minister-president, 
mid ns clmnCL'lor of the empire. De- 
wpito this, tho emperor, without any 
previous notice, had changed his atti- 
tude to the bill, thus leaving him (Cap- 
rlvi) in tli« lurch, This, the ehancelor 
said, was a direct affront to him as the 
chief adviser of tho ciown, and showed 
conclusively his usefulness in office was 
at lui iMiil. 


Despite the dellnltencss of this dec- 


laration in his statement, it is believed 
that th'! emporor and Caprivl will short- 
ly be reconciled, and that Caprivl will 
swallow hlH chagrin at the emperors' 
rt-qucitt aiulrcoonslder Ills resignation. 


Development of tlio present crisis 


wns hash1 nuil, without doubt, as tho 
I'hancolor suggested to Ilerr von Level- 
v.ow by tin) abruptness with which the 
emperor announced. In the crown coun- 
cil, his change of front 
After briefly 


stating his opinion that the school bill 
must not be forced through In its pres- 
ent form, ho began citing tho argu- 
ments of tho Grand Duke of Baden, 
and the I'rotestant upper consistory in 
support of his position, adding sternly: 
"The minister of public worship omit- 
tod to inform mo of tho true situation 
of affairs among the people. 
When I 


learned what it was, I at onco con- 
cluded that this state of affairs must 
Htop." 


Tho reproof was not less bitter to 


Caprlvi for being administered under 
tho guise of /cidlitr.'s name, and his 
mortification was still evident In Ills 
face when ho left the council chamber. 
Neverthnloss he, rallied to tho support 
of Count 7*eldlitz and advised tho em- 
peror strongly against hasty action 
and to await tlio result of tho delibera- 
tions of the school committee in tho 
I'russtan house. To repeated remon- 
strances of both ministers tho emperor 
responded curtly: "I have made up my 
mind; this state of affairs must bo 
brought to an end now." 


The emperor's present solicitations 


that Caprlvl should reconsider his res- 
ignation is duo to two difficulties which 
would result from a vacancy In tho 
chnncelor ship just now. In tbo first 
place, tho fall of a chancclor so soon 
after Bismarck's 
retirement, would 


have a discouraging effect upon tho 
conservatives, and would Inflate tho 
liberals with a dangerously high opin- 
ion of their power. In the second 
place, It would bo difficult to find an- 
other chancelor as able and submis- 
sive as Caprlvl has boon. There are no 
possible successors, but to oach there 
Is some radical objection. Herinlgson, 
who wns suggested, appears already to 
be out of tho race. 
Mlqiiwl, in speak- 


ing to a liberal deputy last evening, 
said that Bennlgsen would not bo con- 
sidered, as tho emperor "would not 
tolerate the leavening of the ministry 
with liberalism." 


Among tho likelier candidates whose 


names aro mentioned are Lucanus, 
RnuchhaiiD, Kulonburg and Eovetzow. 
All aro strong conservatives. 
Dr. 


Lucanuf has long been a favorite with 
the emperor. He has conducted the 
emperor's correspondence; has pre- 
pared his speeches for the 
Official 


Gazotto, and has been an unofficial 
though confidential adviser. He has no 
military 
prestige, 
however, and as 


somewhat obscure civilian would hardly 
have tho personality forinfluoncingtho 
•tlR-necked conservatives In thcrelohs- 
tag. Albert von Lovotzow has a good 
record for Impartiality and sound judg- 
ment as first president of tho rolchs- 
tag, 
but lias only mediocre abilities. 


Her von Riiuehhiuip and Count Botho 
Eulonburg would bo strong partisans 
nnd probably would bo aggressive in 
tho cabinet anil the rolchstag. 


The emporor would doubtless bo 


glnd to have Waldorsce succeed to tho 
chanoolorslilp, If Caprlvi will go, but 
tho czar Is bitterly opposed to Waldor 
see, and would consider his nomination 
a personal affront

Prince Ilcinrlch returned last evening 
and tho empress has decided to remain 
in the country, probably became the 
ompcror is expected back shortly. 


The attitude of tho conservative and 


ultramontane dallies toward the minis- 
ters who have resigned is surprising. 
They arc almost unanimous in urging 
Caprlvi to insist upon his resignation. 
Tho Uermanla, organ of tho ultrama- 
montancs, has whipped around and 
says that If Cnprlvl should continue In 
tho chancclorshlp his authority would 
be gone, for by continuing he would 
destroy all the confidence of the ul tra- 
montanes In him. Parson Stoeker's 
Kelchsbo'O Days: The two ministers 
who havo been disavowed and 
af- 


fronted hy tho omperor can never 
again put themselves into parliament. 


Tho Krruz Zeltung expresses the 


hope that Cnprivl will be both prudent 


»nd firm. "Constancy is prudence in 
this case," it adds, and then Asks: 
'Will Chancelor von Caprivi admit the 
truth of tho boast of the liberals that 
they have lamed him." 


Tho National Zeitung, in a loader, 


said to have been inspired by Hcrr 
Miquet, says: "The emperor's action 
on the school bill does not belong 
among those personal 
manifestions 


which have created sensations during 
the last few mouths. Tho emperor 
has used tho right of the crown to in- 
terfere in a matter of legislation. Ho 
would havo thought and acted in the 
same way had the ministry foreseen, 
two months ago, what was to happen, 
and told him the inevitable result of 
the bill. The liberal electors effected, 
however, what the ministry failed to 
effect. 
The fight against the school 


bill has initiated a new epoch in polit- 
ical actions in tbe ranks of the liber- 
als.

Among Deeming's own effects arc a 


masonic apron ami a pocket book, let- 
tered "H. F. I)." and an oxidlr.cd silver 
card case. 


The most important discovery of the 


police was a book in which was regis- 
tered tho various names under which 
Deering has gone in tho lust twelve 
years. 
Among these names is "Mar- 


shall 
of New York." This list of 


names proves conclusively that Deem- 
ing, Williams and Iiawson are tho 
same man. Deeming remains cool and 
apparently undistxirbed by the accumu- 
lation of evidence against him, cats and 
sleeps well and chats and tells stories 
vlth his jailor.

Congressional Forecast. 


WABIIIXOTUH, March si.—This week 


will probably be the most exciting of 
the present session of congress, so far 
as the house is concerned, as on to- 
morrow the silver debate will begin, 
and a vote is expected to be reached on 
Thursday. To-day is suspension day, 
and it is nupposed that several impor- 
tant bills will be passed under the two- 
thirds rule. 
To-morrow, Wednesday 


and Thursday will be 
devoted 
to 


the consideration of the llland free- 
coinage silver bill. On those days 
the house will meet at 11 o'clock, 
with a 
recess 
from 
5 until 
8, 


and adjourn at 10 p. in. unless a change 
in the programme occurs. Friday pri- 
vate bills will be considered as usual, 
and on Saturday the private pension 
bills passed last Friday night in com- 
mittee of tho whole will be put through 
the house under the order made last 
Saturday. Tho 
free-wool bill 
will 


thus be side-tracked for a week. This 
bill and other tariff measures will bo 
taken up next week, however, and con- 
sidered without interruption. 


The pending special orders in the 


senate are still for the payment of pur- 
chase moneys, lees paid on certain 
entries of public lands, which is op- 
posed by Mr. Berry, of Arkansas, and 
has therefore been taken out of the 
morning hour so as to allow of more 
extended discussion than is permitted 
under the five-minute rule: and the res- 
olution in regard to there funding of the 
West Virginia direct tax, upon which 
Mr. Morrill is anxious to speak. 
It is 


uot deemed probable, however, that 
the aged senator from \rermont will be 
sufficiently recovered from his recent 
severe illness to be able to bo in the 
chamber for a week. Mr. Gibson, of 
Louisana, has had assigned his bill for 
a permanent system of improvement of 
the lower Mississippi, to extend over a 
series of years and to cost about 815,- 
000,000. To this plan Mr. Allison has 
given notice of an intention to move 
an amendment so as to take in the up- 
per Mississippi. Mr. Dolph and Mr. 
Mitchell desire to follow this measure 
with bills for improvements in Colum- 
bia rive.r, Oregon. The Indian appro- 
priation bill and the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill will bo called up 
for the senate's action during the week. 


The Anti-Silver Bill. 


\VASHIXOTOX, March 31.—It is under- 


stood that the arrangement between 
the silver and anti-silver wings of the 
democratic party by which,in return far 
a promise of the anti-silver men not to 
flllibuster against the Bland bill, the 
timo was extended from throe to five 
days, is off. As stated in these dispatch- 
es, Mr. Ilarter, of Ohio, was wlllingto 
make the promise, but Messrs. Tracy 
and Williams, who are in charge of the 
democratic opposition to the bill, re- 
fused to be thus bound. 


Speaking of the probabilities of the 


situation, Mr. Tracy says: "We don't 
know how the speaker Is going to rule. 
Speaker Crisp's rulings have been so ar- 
bitrary and so unprecedented that we 
can not

clines to consider a motion for reconsid- 
eration or to lav on the table, he is lia- 
ble to refuse anything. He may not 
let us offer amendments to the bill. If 
ho allows tho previous question, we 
arc cut off, but if the bill is read by sec- 
tions we have a right to offer amend- 
ments. At any rate we have the right 
to offer two amendments, a substitute 
and an amendment to the substitute. 
Our plan is to offer as a substitute a bill 
calling for an international monetary 
congress, and I think the repub- 
licans 
will 
vote 
solidly for 
us. 


The reason the silver men are so 
anxious for an extension of time is, 
they are afraid they cannot get their 
men together at the end of three days. 
If we can prevent a vote being taken 
in thcso three days, then tho silver 
men have lost their right of way, and 
the bill goes back to its old place or 
another rule will have to be brought 
in by the rules committee compelling a 
vote.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Dr. Tilden, 


formerly chemist at the National Edu- 
cational museum, said the assassin of 
Qarneld, Oulteau, went to the scaffold 
in a semi-drunken condition. "This," 
added the doctor, "was a necessity. 
You are aware that when the sqviad of 
solders entered the jail rotunda a short 
while before the execution, and came 
to order arms with a loud bang-, Quiteau 
fell over in u dead faint. His nervous 
system was shattered, and the physi- 
cians felt they would be unable to get 
him to the scaffold. A consultation 
was held, and it was decided to give 
him a dose of brandy. This was done, 
and he got a big dose, too. Not being 
used to drinking, the dose went to his 
head, and his 'Oh, Lordy" song on the 
scaffold was, in my estimation, a 
drunken effusion."

He returned the call, and while it was 


COLUMBIA WINS. 


The Missouri State Univsrilty will be 


Rebuilt on Its Former Site. 


JEFFEKSON CITY, Mo., March21.—Pol- 


lowing up its advantage of Friday, Co- 
lumbia Saturday secured the passage 
through the house of the bill making 
an appropriation of $237,000 for the re- 
building of the university on tho pres- 
ent site.

will find the house bill waiting for it 
It can be read the first time to-day and 
referred, and to-morrow can be called 
up and passed under a suspension of 
t'u' rules. This will remove the uni- 
v i sity from the legislative stage and 
preparations for adjournment sine die 
may be made.

terest tak. n in the story of the Rain 
Hill murders was evidenced yesterday, 
when from early movning until dusk 
crowds from this city flocked to thfi 
suburb where were the scenes of tho 
tragedy, and tho resting place of the 
victims. The throng which invaded the 
cemetery trampled over the graves of 
thousands of the pauper dead in order 
to get a glimpse of the dreary spot 
where the bodies of the woman and 
four children who were found beneath 
the fireplace at Dinhara villa, are 
buried, while it required the utmost ex- 
ertions of the police to prevent the 
crowd around the villa from forcing an 
entrance into the locked house. There 
is ao impression among the people that 
the search of the premises has nut 
been made complete, and that other 
bodies may be found; but there is offi- 
cially said to be no ground for this sur- 
mise. 


A Drlnkin? Bout and a Murder. 


BROOKLYN, March 21.—Michael Slat- 


tery, a truck driver, 31 years old, was 
murdered at an early hour yesterday 
morning in the hallway of his home by 
William Lawn, an 
ex-convict, who 


leased a furnished room from Slattery. 
Slattery, Lawn, tho wife of Slattery 
and the mother of Lawn gathered in 
Slattery's apartments Saturday night 
where they partook freely of beer and 
other stimulants. The drinking lasted 
lite into the night and had the usual

Hon. John R. Tanner (pent part of 


Friday and Saturday in Oeoatur among 
his old acquaintance*. Mr, Tanner iaa 
candidate for state treasurer and seem* 
to be making rapid strides toward secur- 
ing the nomination. No one will dispute 
his ability as a politician. He has a re- 
markably wide state acquaintance and 
a host of friends on whom he can draw in 
ease of an emergency involving the can- 
didacy for office. These facts make Mr. 
Tanner a formidable candidate under 
condition! that would have completely 
unboned other men. First was tha diffi- 
culty with the Governor and more 
recently the agitation regarding interest 
on the state funds. The fact that he baa 
been state treasurer makes it difficult for 
him to meet by promisee the demands of 
the public for reform along this line. In 
conversation on this matter he says he 
will favor, it deemed best, the loaning of 
state funds to private banks at 2 Vf per 
cent.; or what is better still, and which 
he prefers to the former as a solution of 
the whole matter, changing the revenue 
laws so aa to leave the money in the 
hands ot the people, where it will be 
worth more than 2% per cent., by mak- 
ing taxes payable one-halt every six 
months, or one-third every four months.

The immense brewery corporation cap- 


italized at $20,000,000, ot which a full 
report was published in the Inter-Ocean 
last Saturday, will probably entirely rev- 
olutionize the Chicago beer business. 
The deal is the largest and most impor- 
tant in the history ot the trade, and 
rivals the famous whisky trust. The 
prime mover in the deal, the P. Sohoen- 
hofen Brewing Company, is the same firm 
that caused such a rumpus up in Mil- 
waukee among the local brewers there 
by establishing the first branch ot any im- 
portance for the Bale of outside beer in 
that city. It appears that ever since the 
Milwaukee brewers have been making 
the moat strenuous efforts to prevent it 
beoominj? publicly known that Chicago 
beer is being sold in their city. Nearly 
every brewer in Milwaukee is vitally in- 
terested in having this kept quiet, as 
there is no doubt but it will seriously 
affect the entire shipping and export 
trade of that city, which amounted last 
year to somewhere in the neighborhood 
ot 2,000,000 barrels.
